China Warned 
Outrages Will 
Strain Patience 


Blistering Note 
Delivered Through 
British Channels 


W ASHINGTON dpi- 
Red China 
had stern warning today that con 
tinned “ outrages” against Anteri 
can citizens who fall into Chinese 
Communist hands can strain IJ. S 
patience to the breaking point 
Officials said this was the plain 
meaning of a blistering note de 
livered to Red China Friday de 
mantling the release of 13 Amen 
cans imprisoned on “ trumped up” 
spy charges. 
In a move to get world public 
opinion behind 
its demand, the 
United States also asked the Unit­ 
ed Nations to circulate copies of 
the note to the OO member eoun 
i tries of the world organization 
The note, delivered to the Chi- 
; nose through British channels, did 
not say what 
might 
happen if 
China persisted in its mistreatment 
of U. S citizens. Its delivery came 
one day after President Eisenhow 
cr promised families of the 13 im 
prisoned Americans 
that “ your 
government is using every feasible 
means” to obtain their freedom.

The note was delivered by the 
British

d'affairs in London after the Chi 
nose Communist diplomat in Gen­ 
eva snubbed an American demand 
for a face to-face meeting there 
U. S Consul General Franklin CL 
Gowen had planned to dress down 
the Chinese for unjust imprison 
ment of the 13 Americans if the 
Geneva meeting came about. 
Officials said Cowen was still 
under orders to protest directly to 
the Chinese Communist representa­ 
tive if the Red diplomat finally 
agrees to the conference

NEW YORK IP—The Rose Bowl 
and the Orange Bowl were in the 
midst of a touchdown travesty to­ 
day because of a holier-than-thou 
program designed to corner the 
football financial market without

This ludicrous situation concerns 
the Big Ten Pacific Coast confer 
once agreement 
covering 
their 
Rose Bowl monopoly and the Big 
Seven’s pecuniary pact with the 
Orange Bowl, By their term s they 
cut up the post-season pot of gold 
while theoretically legislating away 
any base charges they they are 
guilty of being football foundries. 
The white-washing gimmick is 
that they won’t let any team go to 
their exclusive bowls two years 
running. 
If never before, and never again, 
this year at least it creates a ridi 
culous situation which mocks the 
winning reason for having post­ 
season games at all and puts these 
two bowls irrevocably into the class 
of closet! corporation dollar raising 
promotions. 
Settle* Nothing 
Because, due to that nncc-every- 
two-year rule, the Hose Bowl game 
regardless of its outcome will set­ 
tle absolutely nothing. 
It could 
have, and in the process been one 
of the Dnest football spectacles of 
all time. 
UCLA of the Pacific Coast con­ 
ference is rated as the No I team 
in the nation after an all victorious 
season. Ohio State of the Big Ten 
is ranked No. 2 and also is un­ 
beaten. 
But UCLA played in the Rose 
Bowl last New Year’s Day 
So under the agreement it is in­ 
eligible this time. 
Thus it will 
sit on the sidelines— robbed by a 
rule of its greatest chance—while 
the conference of which it is cham ­ 
pion is represented by a second 
place club, Southern California. 
Even more aggravating to West 
Coast fans is that in the eight 
years in which this pact has been 
in effect the Big Ten has won .sev­ 
en of the eight games played. 
Orange Bowl Deal Same 
The situation is very similar in 
the Orange Bowl, where the Big 
Seven has an annual lock on one- 
half of the proceeds 
But because of an identical once 
every-two year rule, Oklahoma, al­ 
though the conference champion, 
will not be available thus year. In 
stead the unearned honor goes to 
Nebraska, the second place team, 
even though it was clobbered 55-7 
by Oklahoma this season. 
Thus a couple rd wed-battered 
runners up will represent the Pafi- 
fic Coast conference and the Big 
Seven. 
But the Rose Bowl is the 
chief sufferer. The Big Ten and 
the PCC defend their rule on the 
grounds that “ it spreads the honor 
of playing around a little more.” 
If such is the case, why pretend 
you have to be a winner at all0 
Why not just let each of the IO 
schools in, say, the Big Ten. take 
a Rose Bowl turn0 
Of course the 
last place team would get there 
some time or other but that should 
n ’t be any concern of the purists 
They’d still receive their annual 
“ cut” and retain their monopoly, 
which would make as much sense 
as the present system.
